DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely 
paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on 6/18/2008 has been entered. 

2. Claims 11-13 remain cancelled; and claims 1-10, and 14-27 are presented for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-10, and 14-27 are allowed. 

3.1 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
While Hassoun substantially discloses a the implementation of a controller in a PLD, 
including a clock module for receiving a plurality of input signals and providing outputs, a state 
machine for receiving signal and a selector circuit; and Read et al. teaches a hardware modeling 
system and method that includes generating a LCM signal, a feedback, and a control signal; and 
Yamaoka et al. teaches a bit phase synchronizing circuitry including masking an output signal; 
neither of these references taken either alone or in combination with the prior art of record disclose 
an apparatus, method, and system for clock stabilization, that includes the stabilization of clock 
signal including a select circuit that is configured to mask an output signal responsive to a first state 
and unmask an output of a signal until the output clock signal is sufficiently stabilized as indicated 
by a second state of the control by a state machine, as claimed in the present invention; in 
combination with the remaining elements and features of the instant invention, it is for these reasons 
that the applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record.
